Warren Public Schools 
Open September 5th 


The public schools of Warren 
will open Wednesday, September 
5, with an estimated enrollment 
of 3,732. 
These figures, which were re­ 
eased in June, look like this when 
broken down: 
Warren high school 
— 873, Beaty Jr. high school — 
1172, and the elementary schools 
— 1687. 
The total estimate is 115 
over the 1955 enrollment. 
All children who are or who will 
become six years of age before 
February I, 1957, may enter first 
grade on the opening date and chil­ 
dren already registered may enter 
kindergarten. 
All must be vac­ 
cinated. 
Additional kindergarten registra­ 
tion will be accepted at East Street,

MINIMUM EXPOSURE 


Sunday night Frank Sinatra mon­ 
opolized the three television net­ 
works almost as thoroughly as the 
Democrats last week and the Re­ 
publicans this week. Mr. Sinatra 
was plugging a cowboy picture he 
produced and starred in and one can 
hardly blame him for taking advan­ 
tage of all the networks if they 
were generous enough to turn the 
joints over to him. 
And the Sinatra name probably 
attracted a great many viewers, 
so the networks are not altogether 
foolish in agreeing to his nonsense. 
It was only the viewers who were 
wasting their time. Sinatra, one of 
the greatest all-around performers 
we have, did no acting, no singing, 
no anything. He had a case of laryn­ 
gitis, it was explained, and could do 
no more than walk on. 


* * * 
On the Steve Allen Show, he toyed 
with a cup of coffee while Mr. Allen 
mouthed the words to “ A Foggy 
Day in London Town,” as one of 
Mr. Sinatra’s records was played. 
“ I guess that was kind of a silly 
bit we just did,” said Mr. Allen. 
It sure was. 
However, it wasn’t any sillier 
than what Sinatra did on the Ed 
Sullivan Show, where Red Skelton 
was handling the affair for the 
injured columnist. Skelton used the 
singer as a straight man in some 
old, old, old and interminable vaude­ 
ville routines. Then he read a long 
piece from ' ‘Collier’s ” about Mr. 
Sinatra, while Mr. S. registered 
humility. It was real dull. 
On his way from the Allen show 
to the Sullivan show, Sinatra had 
managed to drop in at ABC too for 
a few fast words with Donald Woods, 
host of Famous Film Festival.

There is a word for this sort of 
thing that has come tinto great 
fashion in the last couple of years. 
It's “ exposure.” The very use of 
the word and its wide popularity 
in the uppter echelons of television 
is indicative of what is happening 
in show business. 
Years ago an entertainer was 
hired for a performance. Then as 
the extent of his p e r f o r m a n c e 
dwindled, he was said to make an 
appearance. Now it’s exposure — 
a word heretofore associated with 
the click of a camera shutter. And 
that’s about all you get, too. 
You find actors all over the place 
worried about their “ exposure.” 
If they don’t get enough exposure, 
or don’t get any, it’s supposed to be 
bad for their health. If they get too 
much — like sunburn -- it’s ruin­ 
ous. A network program is automat­ 
ically an awful lot of exposure, so 
you’re supposed to cover up, re ­ 
vealing as little skin as possible. 
That way you won’t get burned. As 
exposures go, Sinatra’s was down 
to about the irreducible minimum; 
of course, he might have phoned in 
or sent a letter. This way we could 
at least look at him, so we should 
all be properly grateful. 
♦ * * 
On the. same night, Alcoa Thea­ 
ter presented “ The Big Vote,” by 
David Karp. In the light of a whole 
week of political convention which 
preceded it and another one to fol­ 
low it, this was really flying in the 
face of the percentages.

Mr. Karp’s little essay was a 
simple, straightforward drama a- 
bout an old line district leader who 
operates on the patronage level, and 
a rising young politician who be­ 
lieves in taking the issues to the 
voters. As a lesson in politics, it 
was rather rudimentary, but not 
much more so than some of the things 
that have come out of Chicago and San 
Francisco. As the old line politician, 
Ed Begley gave a performance of 
great solidity and power, and that 
alone made the hour well worth 
watching.

Quarantine Enforcement 
Is Essential 


As there have been numerous 
violations of quarantine for com­ 
municable diseases, resulting in 
some instances in arrests and fines, 
the Warren Board of Health is 
asking for the full co-operation of 
those responsible in the prompt 
reporting of all communicable dis­ 
eases in Warren borough to the 
Warren Board of Health, Munici­ 
pal Building, Telephone No. 938. 
According to the state law and the 
Warren borough ordinance ALL 
communicable diseases are report- 
able and quarantinable and such 
reports must be made by the phy­ 
sician in charge, the parents, the 


schools, or anyone responsible for 
a person having a communicable 
disease. 
All communicable diseases 
in 
Warren borough, regardless of age, 
are not only reportable and quaran­ 
tinable, but are placarded (sign on 
house) as well, with the exception 
of German measles (3 day), chicken 
pox, mumps, and measles (IO day), 
and these diseases although not 
placarded must be reported and 
quarantined as any communicable 
diseases. Contacts ARE NOT held 
for these diseases. 
A placard is only a warning to 
the public of the type of disease on 
the premises and is required in 
Warren borough for such diseases 
as whooping cough, scarlet fever, 
poliomyelitis, meningococcal men­ 
ingitis, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, 


etc. Contacts ARE held for these 
diseases. 
Any person having a communica­ 
ble disease, or any contacts held, 
must NOT leave the quarantined 
premises without the consent of the 
health authorities. 
If any further information is re ­ 
quired please contact said Board 
of Health.

SAN FRANCISCO.—P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower is m a d at the Democrats 
for their sharp attacks on him at 
Chicago. He is not too happy about 
the 
emphasis here on the losing 
fight against Vice-President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon and the vaudeville 
aspects of the GOP convention pro­ 
gram. 
He wants to start a brisk coun­ 
terattack on the opposition, 
and 
he thinks it's better for his own 
party if he moves into the lime­ 
light quickly. 
This is the background White 
House aides give for the P resi­ 
dent’s decision to come here 
day early and “ see friends.” They 


I positively deny that he will offer the 
convention any “ list” of V i c e - 
Presidents who would suit him 
It is clear that unless the P res­ 
ident acts boldly to stop Nixon, 
that movement is dead. A curious 


alliance of Thomas E. Dewey and 
the Taft Republicans — mutual pet 
hates - - has the votes to renom­ 
inate Nixon against anything short 
of an Eisenhower panzer d r i v e 
against the Vice-President. 
That alliance has interesting pos­ 
sibilities for the future should fate 
and the November election propel 
Nixon into the Presidency. It is 
secure for the present. 
The better Republican politicians 
have vetoed suggestions for a staged 
“ open 
r a c e ” 
for 
the 
Vice­ 
presidency. “ T h e American people 
can spot a phony,” said National 
Committeeman Darby from Kansas. 
“ Who would they be kidding?” 
The GOP made one important 
political decision in an otherwise 
dull day when it framed a com­ 
promise 
civil-rights 
plank 
only 
slightly stronger than that of the 
Democrats. 
Many Northern Republicans had 
argued for an all-out civil-rights 
declaration affording massive help 
to a drive to win the big states by 
attracting 
their minorities. B u t 
cniithpm Renublicans ap pealed to 


the White House and word came that 
a compromise was to be effected. 
Since Democrats are confident 
they will win all the South next fall — 
and most observers agree — they 
will regard this as a break for them 
nationally. It reflects Republican 
reluctance to fish for cut bait in the 
matter of the South. 


Republicans have not done the hard 
spade work there to develop a real 
organization, capable of courthouse 
rough-and-tumble which alone can 
build a party. Yet they resist advice 
to let the South go in favor of a 
wholehearted minority appeal in the 
pivotal states. 


The President’s motives, as des­ 
cribed here, make sense to those 
who have long observed him in 
political action. 


Mr. Eisenhower has shown a re­ 
markable talent for sensing when 
the Democrats have got hold of a 
good issue or climate of opinion 
and then moving halfway to meet 
them. He is never rigid or doc­ 
trinaire. To him, steamroller is a

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FALSE HOPES RAISED 
BY ARTHRITIS ADS 
The Federal Trade Commission 
warned the public against taking 
false hope in arthritis and rheuma­ 
tism medicines advertised as cure- 
alls. 
“ Firm s 
advertising ineffective 
medicines as cures induce sufferers 
to delay proper treatment of this 
d isease,” 
Commission Chairman 
John W. Gwynne declared. 
“ This 
delay,” he emphasized, “ is not only 
detrimental to the individual but is 
injurious to the public health.” 
While most drugs are not m isrep­ 
resented, he added, new medicines 
are introduced on the market all the 
time, and those falsely advertised 
must be acted on promptly. 
In the past year and a half for 
example, the Commission has taken 
action against ten firm s for claiming 
their products are effective treat­ 
ments for arthritis and rheumatism 
or the pains that accompany them. 
In seven of these cases the firm s 
agreed to stop claiming their pro­ 
ducts are effective except as tem­ 
porary relief from minor aches and 
pains. 
In the eighth, a contested 
case, the Commission issued a sim i­ 
lar order. The two others must not 
advertise that their products afford 
any relief at all. 
Before 
the 
Commission 
took 
action, most of these products were 
hailed as either the result of “ am az­ 
ing” new formulas or the discovery 
of equally amazing ingredienis. 
In one instance a firm ’s adver-

tisement exclaimed: At last — just 
released !” a tablet containing “ an 
exclusive” ingredient, a “ Blessed 
pain-relieving element . . . com­ 
bined with other medically proven 
ingredients.” 
In another case the manufacturer 
proclaimed: 
"V ictim s of crippling 
arthritis, rheumatism and neuritis 
pain can take joyous new hope from 
announcement of dramatic success 
with a new formula which combines 
4 drugs into one tablet capable of 
relieving agonizing pain . . . ” 
Both firm s are now under Com­ 
m ission orders, enforceable by fines 
of up to $5,000 per violation for 
future violations, prohibiting claim s 
that their products are new, or that 
they will relieve "sev ere pains” of 
arthritis and rheumatism or have 
any therapeutic effect except tem­ 
porary relief of the minor pains. 
Com m ission staff scientists state 
there is no product the public can 
buy over the counter which can cure 
any arthritic or rheumatic condition. 
In many of the advertised cu re-alls, 
the staff states, 
the 
ingredients 
which effect some temporary relief 
of pain are salicylates, the most 
common of which is aspirin. 
Not all of the ten firm s relied 
entirely on claim s that their pro­ 
duct is a cure. 
In one case, the 
Com m ission had charged, the firm 
represented, contrary to fact, that 
its tablets will erect a “ pain-block” 
in the thalamus (at the base of the 
brain) to prevent pain im pulses 
from reaching the brain. The firm 
also 
claimed 
that these tablets 
would “ expel pain continuing pain- 
w astes.” This is untrue, the Com ­ 
m ission had charged, pain does not 
cause 
"pain -w astes.” 
The firm 
admitted all the m aterial allegations 
of the complaint and took a Com-

preparation is of no value in n e a r­ 
ing any of these ailments. 
Still another variation were the 
claim s made for metal inner soles. 
“ Why suffer?” the arthritic patient 
was 
asked. 
These metal inner’ 
soles “ have brought relief to thous­ 
ands of arthritis, lumbago and rheu­ 
m atism sufferers. 
Why not you?” 
The firm agreed not to advertise 
that its product is of any benefit 
for any arthritic or rheumatic con­ 
dition. 
Most of these firm s, Chairman 
Gwynne noted, voluntarily abandoned 
advertising objected to by the Com­ 
m ission. 
But, if necessary, he

the contest was part of a plan to 
promote “ this fine line of distinc­ 
tive tim e-pieces . . . ” 
In fact, the examiner ruled, the 
watch is not a fine precision watch 
and actually has a retail value of 
less than $8.00 and cost the com­ 
pany only $3.25.

SAN FRANCISCO.--B e h in d the 
gaudy Hollywood facade of hap­ 
piness, confidence, peace, progress 
and prosperity, which has been spec­ 
ially built for the Republican conven­ 
tion here, there is among party 
managers a contrasting nervous­ 
ness, uneasiness and anxiety as they 
look ahead to the election for which 
this is the prelude. 
They still expect victory, but are 
less sure of it, and less sure of a 
big m argin than they were a year 
ago. 
Not only do they find them selves 
on the defensive in a Presidential 
election for the first tim e in 24 
years, but they are confronted with 
uncertainties which, 
s t r a n g e l y 
enough, grow out of the very c e r­ 
tainty the delegates came here from 
all over the country to ratify. 
T h a t is the Eisenhower-Nixon 
ticket. 
They cannot talk or resolute away

the fact of their complete dependence 
for victory on one man, the head of 
the ticket -- the President -- nor 
that they have in that man an issue 
over his health which is a factor of 
as yet indeterm inate influence, but 
ultim ately could weigh heavily with 
the voters. 
It is the P resident’s health that 
has concentrated attention on the 
second half of the ticket that is to 
be ratified here, 
V ice-President 
Richard M. Nixon, who will thus be 
nut into the line of succession to the 
White House so far as Republicans 
are concerned. 
That accounts for the uneasiness 
found among many delegates here, 
reflecting uneasiness among many 
voters, which adds up to produce 
the fear among many voters, which 
adds up to produce the fear among 
party m anagers that the V ice-P res­ 
ident may drive away many votes, 
just as Harold Stassen is claiming. 
The dour Minnesotan has become 
a sort of guilty conscience person­ 
ified and incarnate for the doubters 
who will be relieved when the ballot­ 
ing for V ice-President is done, and 
the V ice-President is renominated, 
and Harold Stassen is safely out of 
sight in some far place or other 
promoting disarm am ent. 
The hidden misgivings, 
w h i c h 
some politically sensitive delegates 
share with the party m anagers, are 
not assuaged, but rather magnified, 
by the recognition that the Demo­ 
crats, all in all, did a very good job 
for them selves in their Chicago 
convention last week and offer in 
the Adlai Stevenson-Estes Kefauver 
combination perhaps the strongest 
ticket that was possible and one that 
might give the Republicans plenty of 
trouble. 
W orries and problem s that d is­ 
turb Republican m anagers a r e r e ­ 
vealed in what is happening here. 
For example, we can read in the 
keynote address to the convention 
by Governor A rthur B. Langlie of 
Washington a confession of som e­ 
thing of which we are aware — 
that is, the dependence of the party 
upon the President and its failure, 
even after four years, to establish 
confidence in itself 
a m o n g the 
Am erican people. 
The Governor played down the 
party and stressed the appeal of the 
P resident to all Am ericans. Reviv­ 
ing the "cru sa d e ” which we heard 
so much about in the 1952 cam ­ 
paign, he said, significantly: 
"T hat crusade began in Chicago 
four years ago. Some might feel 
that the crusade belongs to us, as 
m em bers of the Republican party. 
This is not the case. Instead, our 


party is only the instrum ent that 
gave it voice—and form -- and 
opportunity.” 
And again on the same general 
theme: 
"W e m eet here as Republicans, 
but at this convention we are being 
watched and listened to by m illions 
of other A m ericans who are vitally 
concerned in what we say and do. 
It is for them that we speak and 
work, and it is by them that we will 
be judged.” 
We have no better weathervane 
of the anxiety that seethes under 
the surface of this convention than 
the activity of the V ice-President, 
him self the cause of most of it. 
He dashes hither and yon, flit­ 
ting from one group to another, 
on a m ission not only to appease 
the dubious and win friends, but 
to try to dispel the picture of him 
presented by one speaker after an­ 
other at last week’s Dem ocratic 
convention in Chicago, including his 
opposite number, Senator E s t e s 
Kefauver. 
The D em ocratic nominee 
s a i d 
"th e function of the V ice-President 
should not be that of a political 
sharp-shooter for his party ” and 
"should not be that of providing 
the sm ear under the protection of 
the P resid en t’s sm iles.” 
We are being told quietly here 
that Dick Nixon is going to be a 
changed man henceforth. We are 
hearing about the "new Nixon” as 
he will be unveiled in the campaign 


It is plain that he is in the pro­ 
cess of washing out his mouth with 
soap for all the slanders he deliv­ 
ered against die Dem ocrats in 1952 
and 1954 — or so we might judge 
from his description of Dem ocrats 
at last week’s convention as "loyal 


A m ericans.” He got that off in a 
talk at a breakfast given by Gover­ 
nor C hristian H erter of M assachu­ 
setts. 
"Loyal A m ericans!” That is , 
indeed, a concession. 
But it probably comes too late.
